The House Silver Bill Referred to the

WASHINGTON CITY, June 10.—In 
the 


senate Tuesday the house silver bill was 
referred to the committee on finance. The 
senate agreed that, after 2 o'clock Friday, 
debate on the silver bill shall be continued 
under the five-minute rule. No time has 
been fixed for a vote. 


Plumbs Amendment Amended. 


Plumb's amendment that no funds 


available for the payment of the public 
debt (including such as are kept for the re- 
demption of United States notes) shall be 
retained in the treasury in excess of $110, 
000,080, was amended on motiou of Harris 
by adding to it the words "provided that 
the gold and silver coin and gold bullion 
in the treasury on which gold and silver 
certificates have been issued shall not be 
considered available for any purpose ex- 
cept the redemption of such certificates." 


A Faulty Amendment. 


In opposition to Plumb's amendment 


Sherman said the effect of it would be to 
leave only a working balance of $10,000,- 
000 in the treasury. 
He regarded the 


amendment very faulty, first, because it 
disturbed funds pledged by public faith; 
and second, because it would require the 
secretary of the treasury to carry on the 
operations of the government with a work- 
ing balance of $10,000,000. 


Proceedings in the House. 


The house passed the senate bill amend- 


ing the internal revenue laws, so as to au- 
thorize the commissioner of internal rev- 
enue to formulate rules and regulations 
by which beer may be carried direct from 
the vats to the bottling department with- 
out passing through the intermediate 
process of being drawn into kegs. Senate 
bill was passed changing the present sys- 
tem of drawback on exported beer and 
fermented liquors and permitting their 
exportation in bond in the Bime manner 
as distilled. 


CAPITAL CULLINGS. 


Spring and Winter Wheat Area. 


WASHINGTON CITY Jane 10.—The statis- 


tical returns of June to the department of 
agriculture include preliminary estimates 
of the area of wheat, both spring and 
winter, and its condition. While several 
states increased the area of winter wheat 
last autumn, the heavy reduction by plow- 
ing and planting in other crops, to re- 
place the winter killed wheat in Illinois, 
Indiana, and to a limited extent in two or 
three other states, has reduced the acreage 
in every wheat growing state of any prom- 
inence except Jtansas nnd Oregon. The

parison with the acreage harvested last 
year and include all that was seeded last 
fall except what has been replaced by 
other crops. The general average is Wl.2, 
a reduction of 8.S per cent, of last y«ar's 
winter wheat area.

Canaday, sergeant-at-anns of the senate, 
retires on the 30th instant by resignation. 
The candidates for the position so far as 
announced are Messrs. Reade, of Maine; 
Byington, of Connecticut; Dunn, of Dela- 
ware; Bailey, of Pennsylvania; Swords, of 
Iowa; Valentine, of Nebraska; Eeed, of 
Minnesota, 
who have been heretofore 


named, and Gen. Lester S. Wilson, of 
Bozeman, Mont. It is possible that the 
caucus may go further in the reorganiza- 
tion of the senate than the sergeant-at- 
arms; but of this there if. no official no- 
tice. 


The Tariff Bill. 


WASHINGTON CITY, June 10.—The Repub- 


lican members of the senate oommijf 
tee on finance at their meeting Thursday 
morning went through the wool and silk 
schedules of the tariff bill and took up the 
sundries schedule. None of the schedules 
have been turned over to the Democratic 
members yet. It is said this is due to the 
fact that none of the schedules have re- 
ceived final action from the Republicans. 
The Republicans have not determined 
whether they will niuke an elaborate re- 
port on the bill or not. 


The Hennepin Canal Project. 


WASHISGTOK CITY, Jun» 10.—Senators 


Allison and Farwell and members of the 
house from Illinois and Iowa appeared be- 
fore the senate committee on commerce 
in support of the appropriation of $500,000 
to begin work on the Hennepin canal pro- 
ject contained in the river and harbor bill. 
The item was retained in the bill, only 1 
vote—that of Senator Vest's—being cast 
against it in the committee. 


Veterinary Corps of the Army. 


WASHINGTON 
CITY, 
June 
10.--The 


house military affairs committee has or- 
dered a favorable report on a bill to estab- 
lish a veterinary corps of the army. The 
bill for the construction of a national road 
from Washington to Mount Vernon, Va., 
was reported adversely to the committee 
from a sub-committee and further action 
on it postponed. 


Against the Sale of Liquors. 


WASHINGTON CITT, June 10.—Morse of 


Massachusetts has introduced in the house 
a bill prohibiting the sale of intoxicating 
liquors upon all grounds on which are lo- 
cated exhibition and exposition buildings 
for which appropriations are made by the 
government. The same bill was intro- 
duced in the senate "by request" by Blair. 


Must Go Back to Chicago. 


WASHINGTON CITT, June 10.—The secre- 


tary of the treasury has instructed the 
collector of the port oi San Franci»co to 
•end back to China fifteen Chinamen who 
entered the United States.

PRINTERS AT ATLANTA. 


Thirty-Eighth Annual Session of tlie In- 


ternational Union. 


ATLANTA, Ga., June 10.—The thirty- 


eighth annual session of the International 
Typographical union was called to order 
by President E. T. Plank, with over 140 
delegates present, representing Canada 
and almost every state in the Union. 
Among the delegates are two ladles— 
Miss Taylor of Cincinnati and Miss Qual- 
trough of Rochester. The morning ses- 
sion was devoted to the work of organi- 
zation and the appointment of commit- 


s. The afternoon session was a short 


one taken up with routine work. The 
most important action was the passing 
of resolutions indorsing the Chace-Breck- 
nridge international copyright bill, and 
directing Secretary 
McClevey to com- 


municate the same to the president at 
the senate and the speaker of the house of 
representatives. 
The resolutions urge 


congress to pass the bill as originally in- 
troduced, including the type-setting and 
non-importation clause. 


Accident to Oberlin Students.

were run over by a band wagon contain- 
ing about thirty-five people, which was 
following immediately after the carriage 
in which the ball players were riding. The 
horses were spirited, and although every 
effort was made to stop they could not be 
checked until after the heavy vehicle had 
passed over the prostrate boys. All of 
them were hurt, and three of them—B. A. 
Williams, John Ellis and O. J. 1/uthia— 
are so badly injured that it is feared they 
can not survive. 


Illot at Ellsworth, Me. 


BASGOR, Me., June 10.—Quite a riot 


was reported from Ellsworth, where some 
men of the place became involved in a 
bloody figtit «ith some employes of Rob- 
bins' circus. 
A large number partici- 


pated in the fight, which resulted in many 
broken heads and severe bruises. After a 
desperate struggle partial 
order was 


finally restored. It is reported that a 
special police force was appointed and 
patrolled -the streets armed with rifles. 
Great excitement is reported in the city. 
Several men were severely injured.

ll be returned unsigned. The opinion 


is freely expressed here that King is a 
cpnhiimmate liar. It is probable that a 
commission will be appointed to investi- 
gate his sanity. 


Fasted Three Months and Died. 


DUBCQUE, la., June 10.—Tommy Sutton, 


after living without solid food for nine-six 
days, died Monday. During all his fast 
his only sustenance was soda water. Pre- 
vious to the death of the boy a council of 
physicians was held, and all united in pro- 
nouncing it a case of paralysis of thestom- 
ach and bowels Some years ago the lad 
suftered a fall and was never in perfect 
health thereafter. 


A Chicago Merchant Dead. 


CHICAGO, June 10.—James W. Tuohy, 


the dry goods merchant, died at his home 
at 46 Loomis steet. He was 41 years old 
and was a native of Keumore, Ireland. He 
was in the dry goods business in Ithica, 
Streator, and Wilmington, Ills., before 
coming to Chicago, About a year ago Mr. 
Tuohy caught a cold, which developed into 
consumption. He leaves a widow and five 
cnildren. 


Confessed Uis Crime.

dan Copass, aged 22 years, a shiftless 
character of this place, and John Wathen, 
telegraph operator on the Iron Mountain 
railroad, have been arrested for robbing 
the mail carrier of $8,000 near Mine La 
Motte, on Friday last.

Ate Poisoned Cake.

The Women of England Given 


Another Set-Back. 


ACTION OF THE BRITISH 
LORDS. 


Tbe Measure to Enable Women to Serve 


as Member* of County Councils De- 
feated Once More-—Doings In the House 
of Commons—An Interview witli Prince 
Bismarck on the Subject of Over-Edu- 
cation—Foreign Flashes. 


LONDON, June 10.—Toft house of lords 


Monday rejected the bill to'enable women 
to serve as members of county councils. 
While from the known concensus of opin- 
ion among the lords on this subject their 
action was not surprising, it was still 
thought that the presence of Miss Cobden 
and Miss Cons in the London county coun- 
cil by rirtue of popular election and the 
additional fact that no protest against 
their being seated was lodged within the 
year succeeding their election, would ex- 
ercise greater influence over the obdurate 
peers. There is now a resolution, before 
the house of commons calling attention to 
the exclusion of women from the parlia- 
mentary franchise, and practically a mo- 
tion to allow women, otherwise legally 
qualified, to exercise this privilege. 


Crops Up from Time to Time. 


Although not as ancient, nor as time- 


worn as the "deceased wife's sister" bill, 
this motion crops up from time to time 
and it is interesting to note its strength as 
it returns to its place on the parliamen- 
tary table. Since 1S72 women have voted 
for members of town councils, and in the 
years intervening the privilege of voting 
for school boards, poor law guardians and 
other local bodies has teen added. The 
parliamentary committee also rejected tlje 
'unearned increment" clause in the bill 
providing for the widening and general 
improvement of the Strand. 


The House ol Commons. 


In the house of commons Vincent, mem- 


ber for Sheffield, referring to the act of 
the American house of representatives in- 
creasing the duties on cutlery, tin-plate 
and other articles of British export, in 
quired concerning the bad effect which 
the approval ot the senate would have 
upon bhedielcl, Belfast and other places 
in the British empire. He also asked If 
the government still maintains that the 
free import ^j stein of the United King- 
dom precluded 
its instruction of 
Sir 


Julian Pnuncefote, British minister at 
Washington, to represent to the Amer- 
ican government the injury which the 
pending legislation would do to the in- 
dustry of a friendly power which last 
year giivo a free market to £95,000,000 
of competing American goods. Sir James 
Fergiissou said the government had not 
received a copy of the bill, but had been 
informed that it contained no important 
alterations.

Horrible Condition of Upper Egvpt. 
LONDON, June 10.—The most appalling 


accounts are received of the sufferings of 
the people in upper Egypt and along the 
scene of the expedition for the relief of 
Gordon. It is said that the inhabitants, 
driven desperate by starvation, feed on 
each other, while all kinds of animals, 
however loathsome, are eagerly sought 
for food. The wretched people fight with 
each other for morsels, and hundreds are 
perishing daily. 


Crown Prince ot Italy at Pottsrtam. 
POTTSDAM, June 10.—On his arrival here 


in tbe course of i his continental tour, the 
crown prince of Italy was received at the 
station by Emperor William, who cordially 
embraced the prince on his alighting from 
the train. The emperor and his illustrious 
guest then proceeded in a state carriage to 
the Stadt Schloss, and afterwards contin- 
ued on to the new palace, where they paid 
a visit to the empress, with whom they 
took luncheon. 


To Purchase American Breweries. 


LONDON, June 10.—A syndicate has been 


formed with $1,000,000 to purchase the 
breweries of Minneapolis and La Cossse. 
A trust with $15,000,000 capital has been 
organized to operate in Mexico and South 
America.

MICHIGAN COLLEGE TROUBLES. 


The Flglit at Hope College Still On— 


The Qattle Creek College. 


HoiXAHD Orrr, Mich., June 10.—The 


fight between the senior class and the fac- 
ulty of Hope college is still on, and it is 
doubtful if a settlement can be reached. 
Somebody has issued a set of rules (or the 
guidance of the faculty, and the insulting 
items have added fuel to the flame. The 
rules state that no member of the faculty 
shall be allowed to absent himself from 
chapel, use profane language, attend horse 
races, pull his wife's hair, or erect any 
signs about the place. The faculty are 
forbidden to drink or take part in any 
street or stage show. The posting of these 
rules has raised a whirlwind ol pasaion, 
and it is now a fight to the death. 


Trouble at Battle Creek. 


BATTLE CREEK, Mich., June 10.—The 


Battle Creek college proposes to follow 
the example of other places of learning, 
although the faculty has made strenu- 
ous efforts to keep the facts from the pub- 
lic. Two students accused of making too 
free with the opposite sex have been ex- 
pelled and their class is in high dudgeon 
over the affair. They declare that they 
will never submit to the injustice, but at 
the same time the students remain ex- 
pelled and there is no probability that the 
faculty will recede from its position. 
During the last term eight students have 
been expelled for the same offense. 


DEATH TOO GOOD FOR HIM. 


Devilish Atrocity Committed In the Heart 


of Minneapolis. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 10.—A hor- 


rible outrage, committed in tho heart of 
the residence portion of the city early Sat- 
urday morning, has just come to light. A 
brute entered W. I. Smith's residence at 
night during Mr. Smith's absence from the 
city. He blew out tho light, and entered 
the room of Mrs. Smith. The woman.who 
had a 4-weeks'-old btibe at her side, fought 
desperately, but the brute bruised her neck 
and breast terribly, and struck her to the 
floor. 


The Victim Goes Crafty. 


Fearing that her screams would bring in 


the neighbors, he finally fled, taking only 
her gold watch and chain. Mr. Smith re- 
turned Saturday night, and in tbe midst 
of the wife's recital *a him, she suddenly 
became a raving maniac, and flew at his 
throat, imagining him to be her assailant. 
There is tbe wildest excitement in the 
neighborhood, and should the man be 
caught he would be lynched on sight. 


Cyclono In Alabama. 


ANNISTOS, Ala., June 10.—A wind storm 


struck Piedmont a -mall town twenty-five 
miles north of this city and leveled the 
three-story brick and stone building of 
the Bank ol Piedmont, which was nearly 
completed. Mr. Sullivan, a white man, 
and a negro, whose name is unknown, 
were working on the roof, and were 
thrown to the ground and fatally injured. 
After striking the bank 
building the 


cyclone rose into the air, not doing any 
more damage in the town. The building 
cost about 815,000. News from the sur- 
rounding country reports the heaviest 
rain fall of the season and great damage 
to growing crops will result. 


A Discouraging Outlooh. 


ST. PAUL, June 10.—The trustees of Mac- 


Alester college, of this city, the Presbyte- 
rian seat of learning, have been called to 
meet to decide whether the institution 
shall be abandoned. The debt is now 
$130,000 and the college is annually run- 
ning behind. President S. A. MoCurdy, 
the head and front of Calvinism in Min- 
nesota, will resign in any event, and Pro- 
fessor Kirkwood, the executive officer will 
probably follow suit. The Presbyterians 
are much discouraged at the outlook. An 
effort will be made to indued the wealthy 
Twin City Presbyterians to assume the 
debt and tide over MacAlester's difficulty. 


Collision In Wisconsin. 


PLTMOUTEI, Wis., June 10.—A serious 


collision on the Milwaukee and Northern 
railway occurred a mile south of this city. 
An engine with a crew of trackmen ran 
into a wrecked freight which they were 
sent out to assist. Ten or more men were 
injured, and four seriously. Those whose 
injuries are the worst are: Thomas Ras- 
person, carsmith, Green Bay, skull badly 
fractured; John Burke, section foreman, 
Appleton, left leg fractured and spine in- 
jured; Mat Anon, trackman, Appleton, 
scalp wounds and shoulder badly bruised; 
Emil Bozinso, Appleton, spine injured. 
All but Basperson will probably recover. 


An Illinois Sleeping Beauty. 


MONTICEIXO, Ills., June 10.—Miss Grace 


Gridley, of Amboy, Ills., aged 19 years, 
a daughter of a prominent citizen and 
business man, has been sleeping sinqe 
March 15 Inst. She went to bed in perfect 
health, and when her mother attempted 
to awaken her the next morning she 
found it impossible to do so. Physicians 
were summoned, but it was a deep mys- 
tery to them. Her face wears a rosy color 
and her lips part in a smile. Her heart 
beats and her sleep is as gentle as a child. 
She is given fluid food and takes the 
nourishment naturally. 


In Memory of Confederate Dead. 


PETERSBURG, Va., June 10.—Twenty 


thousand Confederate dead are buried in 
Blandford cemetery, and Monday after- 
noon, in the presence of 10,000 persons, 
amid the pealing of artillery and the rat- 
tling of musketry, a monument was un- 
veiled to their memory. The orator of 
the day was Col. W. Gordon McCabe. The 
monument funds wr-e raised entirely by 
the Ladies' Memorial association of this 
city, and several of their northern friends 
contributed generously. 


Mr*. Cowles Gets Her Daughter. 


MONTREAL, June 10.—Mrs. Cowles ap- 


peared in court Tuesday morning with her 
daughter Florence. A letter was produced 
which Cowles wrote renouncing all claims 
to the child and the order from him to 
the nuns authorizing them to deliver her 
up. This was regarded as concluding the 
ca»e and Mrs. Cowles was given the cus- 
tody of her daughter. Mr. Cowles' condi 
tion is not Improved and his wound may 
prove fatal.

ON THE CHANGE IN OUR CLIMATE. 


A Very Material Difference In the Lut 


Ten Years Cansod by Irrigation In the 
West — Ex-Alderman Pear«oii, of the 
Famoiin Boodle Board, Fatally Injured 
—Meeting of Temperance Women- 
Horrible Death from Hydrophobia. 
NEW YORK, June 10.—E. B. Dunn, sig- 


nal service observer of New York, lectured 
on the change in our climate and its causes 
before the Academy of Science. He said 
our climate hod changed materially in the 
past ten years. It was mainly due to the 
irrigation of the vast areas of arid plains 
of Utah, Colorado, Wyoming and other 
states.

They sought the medium of 
least resistance tn pausing eastward and 
they pass the irrigated plaint in prefer- 
ence to the arid region of northern Texas, 
New Mexico and thereabout*. So they go 
by the lakes on the same law nnd pass into 
tho ocean north of New York. This caused 
warm currents to set toward us from the 
south. Formerly the storms passed tur- 
ther south and drew the cold air down 
from the north.

Telephoning In Russia. 


During 188« experiments were carried out 


with a view to establishing telephonic com- 
munication between Moscow and St. Peters- 
burg, by means of the ordinary telegraph 
line, the system of telephony employed being 
that of Mr. E. Grosdeff. 


The peculiarity of Mr. GrosdefFs system 


centers in the fact that the conductor em- 
ployed is of iron, whereas it hag hitherto been 
believed impossible to use iron wire for long 
distance telephony. The Russian officials 
estimate that a line between Moscow and St. 
Petersburg, constructed with iron wire,would 
cost at least 20 per cent, less than if copper 
wire were used.—Electrical Review.

In lees than ten" years' time the mm em- 
ployed by the contractors of St. Peter's 
to search for building materials crossed 
the valley of tbe Fonunfrom end to end, 
like an appalling meteor, destroying, dis- 
mantling, splitting into fragment*, burn- 
ing into lime, the temples, the aroho*, 
the basilicas most famous in Roman his- 
tory, in the history of the Old World, 
together with the inscriptions which in- 
dicated their former use or design, and 
the statues and bass-reliefs which orna- 
mented them. 
In 1540 the podium, 


steps and pediment of the temple of An- 
toninus and [Faustina were removed to 
8t. Peter's or otherwise made use of. 
Between 1541 and 1545 the same fate bo- 
fell the triumphal arch robed in honor 
of Fabiua Uaximue, tho conqueror of J 
Savoy; the triumphal arch raised in 
honor of Augustus after tho battle of I 
Actium; the teuiple of Romulus, sou of j 
Maxentius, and a portion of the Cloaca I 
Maxima. In 1540 the temple of Julius ' 
Ctesor was leveled to 4he ground, to- 
gether with the Faell Consulates and 
Triumphalos. engraved on it* marble 
basement; in 1547 tho templo of Castor 
and Pollux was dismantled; in 1549 tho 
templo of Vesta, the teruplo of Augustus 
and the shrine of Vorturnuun.—Black- 
wood's Magazine.
